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FIGHTING THE FLY ON 
THE FARMS. 3 
HE United States department of 
agriculture has some suggestions 
to make as to fly control on farms. 
Much the most effective method of 
controlling flies ts to clean out barns 


week. A set day each week for the 
cleaning out of stables and spreading 
manure on the land should be a part of 
the program on svery farm whefe files 
worry the stock and endanger the peo- 
ple. Flies will not breed in manure that 
is spread out thinly on the surface of 
the - soil. 
On the other hand, flies cannot be kopt 
out of mantre toxes, and adding fly 
poison to manure in boxes has not 
worked out. The department found, in 
experiments made at Dallas, Tex., that 
files not infrequently fly eleven miles in 
four to seYen days. In one instance a 
fly was caught 17 miles from the place 
where he was marked and liberated. This 
means that until] a’l people prevent fly 
breeding other measures against files 
are advisable. 
The report advises the use of fly traps | 
baited with blackstrap molasses, diluted 
with water 1 to 4. They caught 86 gal- 
lons of flies in isr traps in one season. 
Electric fans are effective against flies. 
A fan attached to a porch ceiling and 
sending :. current-of air against a scroen 
door they found of great service. : 
To kill flies on stock, especially horn 
flies and biting stable flies, they made 
use of sprays of pyrethrum powder, dis- 
solved in kerosene cil. They soaked on? 
pound of such powder in two gallons of 
kerosene and made a spray. When this 
was sprayed on mi'k cows one hour be- 
fore milking no odor or taste of kero- 
sene was imparted to the milk. The 
spray is a fiy killer and should be used 
for that purpose and not as a repellent. 
The solution is sprayed on the flies as 
they cling to the animal and into the 
swarms that hang around cows.
